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The House and Senate adopted H4443, a concurrent resolution declaring June 17, 2016, as 
Mother Emanuel Nine Day, to reflect on the tragic murder of nine churchgoers at Mother 
Emanuel AME Church in Charleston on June 17, 2015.  The resolution encourages state 
agencies to look at improving race relations and economic equality for minorities, as well as 
focus on efforts to help the homeless in our state.   
 
The SC Human Affairs Commission has partnered with Allen University to host the 
“Mother Emanuel Nine Day Remembrance” on June 1, at 11am on the campus of Allen 
University in the Mattie Scott Conference Room.  State Agency Leaders, EEO officers and 
staff are encouraged to attend.

It is important to keep enough supplies in your home to 

meet the needs of your family for at least three days.      
Assemble a Family Emergency Kit with items you may 

need in an emergency or evacuation. Store these supplies 
in sturdy, easy-to-carry containers such as suitcases, duffle 

bags or covered storage containers. 
 

Include at a minimum: 
Water, two gallons of water per person per day for at least 

three days, for drinking and sanitation 
Food, at least a three-day supply of non-perishable food 

Battery-powered or hand crank radio and a NOAA  
Weather Radio with tone alert and extra batteries for both 

Flashlight 
First aid kit 

Whistle to signal for help 
Moist towelettes, garbage bags and plastic ties for personal 

sanitation 
Wrench or pliers to turn off utilities 

Manual can opener for food (if kit contains canned food) 
Local maps 

Cell phone with chargers 
Prescription medications and glasses 

Infant formula and diapers 
Talk to your pharmacist or physician to ask about storing  

prescription medications
